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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's response dated 2/6/06 has been received in application serial number 
10/680,468. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 6-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
not supported by either a specific and substantial asserted utility or a well established 
utility. 

In particular claim 6 is positively claiming the body part i.e. "articulates between 
the endplates". Further claim 8 positively claims the body i.e. "between the articuiar 
surfaces of the joinf 

Claims 6-12 also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Specifically, 
since the claimed invention is not supported by either a specific and substantial 
asserted utility or a well established utility for the reasons set forth above, one skilled in 
the art clearly would not know how to use the claimed invention. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 8-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Beer et 
al. 5,458,642. Beer et al. discloses the invention as claimed noting figure 1 comprising: 
A spring-biased prosthetic device configured for placement in an artificial joint OR 
between superior and inferior vertebrae as part of an artificial disc replacement (ADR) 
comprising: 

A spring component (13a-13i) capable of being placed between the articular 
surfaces of a joint or between superior and inferior vertebrae, thereby creating a central 
cavity; and a compressible material (12) at least partially filling the central cavity, the 
compressible material having a height greater than the spring component such that the 
compressible material expands the spring component during axial loads; made of 
shape-memory material; including one or more endplates (11a and 11b); and wherein 
the compressible material is a polymer (see col. 3, lines 65-67). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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Claims 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
